To put tho rr rketing quotas in 


effect, two-thirds of the growers 
voting in a referenda will have to 
cast approving ballots, 


The law leaves up to the secre- 


tar> of agriculture the method of 
holding the elections.

A recommendation for a $130,081,- 
105 appropriation to run the state, 
justice, commerce and labor de- 
partments and the federal judici- 
ary in the year starting July 1 
reached the house today from its 
appropriations 
committee.

the money be divided this way: 
State department, S1G,G09,750; jus- 
tice $42,229,745 (including the ju- 
diciary); commerce $46,899,660 and 
labor $24,,332950. 
The total represents an increase 


of $2,172,799 over the 
appropria- 


tions 
for the present year, al- 


though it is $1,838,546 less than 
the.budget bureau suggested. 


The inclusion of funds to pay 
obligations made under commerce 
department contracts for the In- 
stallation of additional alr-navi- 
gatlon aids accounted for $2,000,- 
000 of the increase. 
The com- 


merce department 
was the only 
one for which the committee ap- 
proved more than the budget bu- 
reau recommended. 


The department would 
receive 
$3,511,318 more than it obtained 
this year and $116,940 more than 
the budget 
estimate. 
The committe proposed to trim

Is Move Forward 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.—(/P>— 


Texas congressmen from principal 
agricultural districts in the state 
agreed generally today that the 
new farm 
bill, while being 
far 


from perfect, is at least a move 
forward in the quest of economic 
justice for the farmer. 


Typical of their opinions was 


that of Rep. Marvin Jones of 
Amarillo, chairman of the house 
agricultural committee, who said: 


"The bill Is the best that could 


be worked out under the circum- 
stances. 
I do not believe it is

The least trained of modern min- 
isters knows more about "practi- 
cal" methods of organization than 
Jesus and all the apostles com- 
bined.

Their mes- 
sage and ministry not only turned 
he world upsldo down, but It al- 
so turned them Inside out, com- 
pletely revolutionizing their char- 
icter and capacity.

ganlzed almost to death. A large 
share of Its power is exhausted 
simply in making a countless ar- 
ray of wheels go round. When 
an outsider looks upon the varied 
societies 
and

boards and councils of which the 
modern minister 
and 
Christian 


Worker must form a part, he 
scarcely wonders that there are 
so few prophets abroad in the 
land. The church today is well- 
night being crushed by the weight 
of Its own machinery. 
- Just possibly—If one may dare 
to advance so heretical a propo- 
sition In the face of current con. 
victlons and practices—Jesus was 
right, and His way was wisest. 
He laid all stress upon the Mes- 
sage and the man; and left them 
to work out their own methods, 
even as a torrent of living water 
cuts a channel for itself. 


One Way to Success 


While a man may make his mis- 


sion, the mission also makes the 
man. 
Shirkers and 
clock-watch- 


ers, drifters and casuals, miss the 
real reward of work; which is the 
effect of devotion to >his task up- 
on the worker's own character. 


All the periods of history are 


full of instances of men made 
great by engrossment in a great 
enterprise. At the same time, the 
records are silent .concerning the 
countless company of equally tal- 
ented men who failed to throw 
themselves into their day's might, 
lest undertaking, and 
so failed 


to be lifted by It onto the high 
plane of their own possibilities. 
Any young person 
Interested 


in success can find no more stim- 
ulating 
study than 
the 
experi- 
ences of the twelve commonplace 
men who were made history's 
foremost group by becoming dis- 
ciples of Christ. 


A Queer Lot of Leaders. 
Although tho principle is uni- 


versal, there is no other Illustra- 
tion of It to match the making 
of the Twelve. These men, who 
are now immortals, casting their 
shadows down all the centuries, 
were of the commonest stock. 


There was not a college degree 


in the lot; not one of them be- 
longed to the "upper classes." Al- 
though their work was to be re- 
ligious, none of them 
was 
a 
priest or a professional ecclesi- 
astic. Most of them were work- 
ing men. 
: Only one—and he the traitor— 
came from the religious center of 
the nation, Judea. There was not 
a single citizen of Jerusalem, the 
seat of the Jews' national life, in 
the company. 


Galilean fishermen, a class "so- 


cially impossible," 
furnished 
at 
least four of the 
Twelve. An- 
other was a zealot, an agitator, 
or radical. Still another, wholly 
beyond the Jewish pale, was a 
tax-collector, or publican. 


Such was the queer and un- 


likely material with which Jesus 
organized the greatest enterprise 
in the world. His action was not 
hasty. Like many of the Mas- 
ter's gravest decisions, this one 
followed a night spent apart on 
the 
mountain 
top 
in 
prayer, 


Clearly, it was the matured phil- 
osophy of Jesus that not many 
wise, not many noble, not many 
mighty, were to be counted as 
kingdom-pilars. His building must 
be with raw material—and some 
of It proved surprisingly raw. 


No political campaign commlt- 


• tee was ever chosen with the care 


spent on the Twelve. Jesus un- 
derstood that this Cabinet of His 
would have to carry on his work 
after his departure. In a sense 
the fate of tho world depended 
upon their fitness and fidelity. If 
tney should prove recreant to their 
task; If they should fall to deliver 
the Message tha 
their Leader

Pecan Trees Beautify 
Mr. Sims said the development 


of pecan production will increase 
the revenue In a community, and 
from a civic standpoint there is no 
tree more beautiful or lasting as 
the pecan, He said Waco furnishes 
pecans to persons who will plant 
and raise the trees In the city and 
surrounding territories, 


The speaker pointed out a farm- 
er %iay convert bottom overflow 
lands into revenue bearing pecan 
orchards with a little odd time 
work, and If he will apply his gen- 
eral knowledge of farming to them, 
they will produce more than other 
crops. Mr. Sims Insisted that tho 
land must be cleared of nearly all 
other trees, and kept free of foreign 
brush which is as harmful to pe- 
can culture as weeds are to other 
crops. "Outside of that," he went 
on, "there is little else to do ex- 
cept gather tho crops." 


Mr. Sims read an outline of pro- 


posed development of pecan pro- 
duction, and called special atten- 
tion to the fact pecans grow as 
well in this Immediate area as any 
other in the state. In closing he 
cited Instances of pecan produc- 
tion, where the trees paid off the 
indebtedness on some farms, and 
made a high percentage net profit 
lor the producer in other cases.

Will Fit In 
The new program will be made 
to fit in with revisions put Into 
the soil conservation program last 
September. Soil conservation bene-

$500,000.000 yearly.

Because of the nearness of the 
crop planting season in the south, 
first endeavors under the new leg- 
islation will deal with cotton and 
flue-cured tobacco—the only two 
major crops now burdened with 
excessive supplies. 


Not, until August, officials said, 


will it be possible to determine 
whether marketing quotas are to 
be imposed on corn. Acreage al- 
lotments, however, will be made as 
soon as possible.

Pacific coasts.

Now the 
government,

contend he failed to obtain in re 
cent years. 


It will attempt to eliminate wha 


t,/ officials declare to be the chic 
cause of his troubles, the ups anc 
downs of prices which alternately 
follow short and bumper crops. 


The legislation 
authorizes the 
.government, with the approval o 
farmers, to regulate the flow o 
major farm products into marke 
channels so that stable prices anc 
adequate supplies will be main 
talned at all times. 
Each farmer would be given a 
marketing share. If he exceedec 
this amount, he would be subjec 
to stiff penalty iixes.
